Nancy, France, Nov, 27—A flutter 
ot excitement was caused along the 
Fratico-German frontier last evening 
by the receipt of an order to mobilize 
the repervists in the seven towhships 
comprising the district of Arracoirt. 
Throughout the night the men hurried 
through the streets on their way to 
the garrison towns of Nancy and Lune 
vilie, Only to find on their arrival at 
headquarters that an error in the 
trafismission of a dispatch addressed 
to the brigadier general in command 
of thé district was responsible for the 
call. As he result of an investigation 
this morning the brigadier general 
was agrested /by military police in spite 
of his protest that the dispatch that 
he had received was explicit and 
formal and had ordered a_ general 
mobilization, 

Livigadier General Exceeded Orders. 

Pafis, Nov, 27—The French min- 


ister of war is d a statement toda; 
declaring that the report of the mo- 
bilization of the Freneh afmy on the 
eastern frontier and elsewhere was ut- 
terly unfounded. The calling out of 
the reservists in the neighborhood of 
Naney is decltred to have veen due 
to a misunderstanding.

Premier Borden Proposes to Raise 
Standaru of Force—Will Provide 
for High Scale of Wages in Order 
to Retain Good mon. 


Ottawa, Nov. 27——Premier Borden 
has given notice of a bill amending 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
act. It will provide for some import- 
ant changes in regard to the force. It 
is proposed, in the first place, to in- 
crease the strength of the force. There 
have lately been eighteen divisional 
points and 170 detachments, with no 
sufficient reserve of strength at any 
of the divisional posts to meet emerg- 
encies, The detatchments consist, in 
most cases, of a single constable, 

The demand for more detachments 
has been constant and insistent, the 
pepulation having increased five times 
and the settled areas having extend- 
ed tenfold, while the police has stood 
at the strength of ten years ago, with 
fifty officers and less than six hun- 
dred non-commissioned officers and 
constables.

scale of pay for the men, he service
